England Journal of Medicine. 

The study also showed that non- 
menstuntlng women who took 
estrogen also had sIgnltlcanUy lower 
levels of harmful cholesterol and In- 
creased amounts of a type of 
cholesterol that ptolecis against heart 

_ disease : 

Rirkln Said women using low- 
estrogch. high progestin mixtures had 
24 percent higher levels of low-density 
lipoprotein (U)L) cholesterol that 
contrlliutes to heart disease than 
non-users. 

The women on those pills also had 
■"8lmIlIcanUy14W«" levels-orhigh-' 
density lipoprotein (HDI.I cholesterol 
that seems to protect against heart 
disease by carrying the tatty deposits 
out ol the system, Rifkin said.

But he notcil that the federal courts 
are becoming less and less tolerant of 
Jails that do not meet minimum 
standards. And Umbard charac- 
terized the Jail standard developed 
by the Idaho sheriffs association as 
providing little protection against un- - 
favorable court decisions. 

"They're not really .very re- 
strictive, although if you applied them 
lo many Jails In this slate, they 
probably .wouldn't pass," Lombard 
said.

gets big boost

BUR1J5Y - Orricials In Twin 
Falls and Jerome counties could 
take a few lessons in arm-twfslfng 
from Cassia County's J. Wcldon 
Beck. 

Beck, the Cassia County com-^ 
mission ctiairman. showed up al a- 
meetlng of area officials Wednes- 
day with 53.000 In cash donations 
toward the Milncr Bridge rcplace- 
menlprolecl.- 

. That's head and shoulders above 
the cash contributions received by 
the other two counties. Jerome 
County officials have accounted for 
S500. and Twin Falls County of- 
ficials have yet to coliecl any 
money. 

Beck also has the distinction of 
having launched a full-fledged 
fund-raising drive. Monday, an 
estimated 43 to 50 Individuals at- 
tended a fund-raising klckofr 
t^rcakfastatBurlcy. 

Each county wants to secure 
$17,000 In private donations for the 
project. 

Ironically. Cassia County's in- 
volvement in Ihe bridge replace- 
ment project is totally voluntary. 
Technically, the project's partners 



— for purposes of federal funding — 
consist of ^Twln Falls and Jerome 
counties, as well as the Hillsdale 
and Murtaugh highway districts. 

But Cassia County residents stand 
to gain OS much as. If not more than, 
their neighbors by replacing the 
70-year-old bridge, which serves as 
an important farm-to-market link 
-betwccaBurley andMurtaugh. 
"1 would say that It's practically 
100 percent of those that we've 
asked to help who showed up at the 
breakfast or else called." Beck 
said. "This goes from the common 
latwrcr. to the printer, to the fellow 
who gave the breakfast." 

The bridge links Twin Falls and 
Jerome counties across the Snake 
River, about a halt-mile 
downstream from Milner Dam. and 
about a hall-mile from the Cassia 
County line. 

Deterioration of the one-lau*. 
2-M>-foQt structure ~ escalated by 
yeariy inundation of the structure 
Ijy high water run-fltt — has (ed to a 
lO-lon load limit. The limit has 
required some traffic to take a 
15-mile detour. 

Federal lunds. which would pay 
tor 80 percent of the bridge's 
estimated $430,009 replacement 
cost, are available.

The two highway districts have 
agreed lo construct approaches to 
the new bridge as their share of the 
project, leaving an estimated 
sso.ooo to $G0.O0O as the counties' 
share. 

But facing ever-ilghienlng fi- 
nances, county otdclals decided last 
month to pursue private fundine 
first. They have three years to 
collect the funds, according lo 
Gerald Martens of Jerome, an 
engineer wtirJc/ng with the officials. 

"The pledge program Is based on 
a Ihrce-year program, so ttiat all of 
the entities have three years in 
which to collect all of their funds." 
Martens said.

$427 million from ah offshore <^ lease 
sale involving the St. George Basin off 
the Alaska coast. 

The bidding was conducted in *\n- 
chorage. rUaskn. by the Interior De- 
partment's Minerals Management 
Service. 

Of the 479 tracts coverlng2.7 million 
acres in the St. George Basin, .the 
government received bids on ' 97 
tracts, the department said In a 
statementTuesday.

tract was S36.3 million submitted by 
Chevron USA and Penzoil. 

Watt said the sale, which produced 
150 bids from 19 companies,' proves 
"the strong desire Industry has In 
exploring and devloping Alaska's 
frontier areas, de^lte the harsh 
environment." 

He added that the results were 40 
percent higher than a $300 mtlllon sale 
figure that had been forecast by the 
Congressional Budget Offtce.

]jOS ,\iNGEI-ES (UPI) - nM; Na- 
[ tlonal Football I>cague was ordered 
Wednesday by a federal court Jury to 
pay nearly S50 million In damages for 
' violating anlltnist laws by blocking 
the Ixis fXngelcs Raiders move from 
OaUand to Soulhcm California. 

-The sJx-w-oman Jury ordered that 
511.55 million be paid to the Raiders 
and $4.S6 million to the liis j\ngclcs 
Coliseum Commission. The amount of 
(he award Is automatically tripled in 
antitrust cases - a fact Ihe jury was 
□ot told. 

The damages awarded by the jury 
were half those sought by the Raiders 



and slightly more than the com- 
;nls5lon wonted.- . 

The same Jury.decldcd last May the 
NFL violated federal antitrust laws 
by blKklnfr the Raiders move from 
Oakland In 1980 and 1981 through 
court action and by refusing to sched- 
ule the team's games In 1^ jXngclcs. 

During the trial's Ihree-week 
penalty phase, lawyers for the NFI, 
argued with Raider and I^, Angeles 
Coliseum attorneys over how much 
the delay cost the Raiders and ihc 
Coliseum In lost revenues. 

The Raiders insisted they lost atnul 
$20 mllltoR In ticket sales, television 



contracts, concession revenues, luia- 
ry box rentals and other income. The 
Cdliscum CommlsskHi asked for M ? 
million in damases. 

. The Nn« had indicated (hal.while It 
did not agree with the earlier decision 
that found It guilty of antitrust vlt>- 
lations -- the league is appealing the 
rullns - it believed mUllon in 
damages for the Raiders and $670,000 
for the Coliseum Miould represent Ihe 
highest reasonable estimate of actual 
da marges. 

Federal antitrust .law provides thai 
as a deterrent against monopolistic

The main damage claim rested on 
calculations ot how many fans the 
Raiders would have drawn If 
permitted to move from the

trial, the Raider lawyers and manag- 
ing general partner M Davis ln.<ilst«l 
the team would have averaged 80.000 
fan-S per game In the Ijss Mgeics 
Coll<icum during the 138041 seasons. 

The NFl.. with Commissioner Pete

He Is a genUe. coocenKd man 
who during his nomadic career In 
East Africa has courted death 
more times than he can re^ 
member, both from the front as an 
enraged or wounded animal 
charged and from the rear as a big 
double-bore was being held by a 
nervous client.

The Shoshone district of the Bureau 
of l.and Management has a study 
going on the Uttle Wood River on the 
clf eels of grazing along this stream. 

The study will not be complete for at " 
least three more years but with the 
shocking of fish In three areas It gives 
an Idea of what the numben of fish In 
the test sections are. 

The stream wassbocked first to find 
the resident population of the creek 



before the study and further studies 
ore being cflnducted. 

Preliminary studies are done in 
three sections of the creek. One sec- 
tion (Taylor Bear Tracks area) Is 
protected from any cattle grazing at 
all and the other two have sheep and 
cows. 

From these studies, sheep do less 
damage to the stream than cows but 
the study Is aol complete enough to 
make "a 'definite statement on the 
effet^ of the grazing. 

If you want to fish this area. I 
suggest the protected area near the 
Taylor Bear Tracks up stream to the 
r^rcachcr bridge.
